Uranlte Company's ipjarry at fplltltnek, 
Essex county, four men were killed and 
f iur moro seriously Injured by a runaway 
car. Spilt Itock unarry 1* located on a 
high elevation nnd to facilitate the trans- 
portation of tbo quArricd material a tram- 
way was built down tbe steep Incline to 
the bed below. Tbe loaded car was started 
yesterday on Its first trip on the new tram- 
way . In a few moments the brake* be- 
came unmanageable, Ice having clogged 
them. Tho car Attained a frightful veloc- 
ity and not only Jumped tbo track, but 
actually Dew through tho air and landed 
in a group ot men, three of whom wero 
knocked over twenty feet.

Hoping that out of the fl.OOO men 
that participated In Uio mid around 
Atlanta, with Klttialrlck, there tyo 
scmo yot alive, I iiitnnlt this brlof ac- 
count or tliu affair, trusting that It 
will be tlio moans of bringing 'out 
Other accounts. Wo loft Cross Keys 
Aug. 17, at 11 o'clock p. m,, and 
marched around to tlio right or Atlanta 
about three tulles, when we catno to a 
halt. Wo wont Into camp and ro- 
mnlnedall tho next day (18lh) until 
nearly sundown, when wo were or- 
dered to mount and form in lino. 
When lnformod by tho com- 
. mending officers of tho object of 
the raid, they sin tod Hint If 
llioro woro any that woro not 
willing to give their lives in tho at- 
tempt, they would Imvo the privilege 
to rein back out of lino throe paces, 
There worn n few that mined back, 
but they claimed their horses were not 
capable of tho undertaking. When 
everything wns ready wnngntn started 
out, Soon after dark wo were fired on 
by tho robot pickets. Wo returned 
the fire atid dismounted one of thorn. 
On coming. up to him wo found him 
badly wounded. I saw, by tho moon* 
llglit, In tho road, it revolver that tho 
Southern soldier had dropped, I dis- 
mounted and pkked It up. I brought 
It home, where It Is preserved 
as a war relic. Wo wont on 
and tore up about twenty miles 
of tho Montgomery & Great 
Western railroad: thence on to 
Jonesbaro. After demoralizing mora 
railroad and burning tho enemy's 
commissaries, wo proceeded toward 
Lorejoy Station, which place wo did 
not quite reach, tho robs having a trap 
aoi for us. They lot the advnneo 
guard pass, then, as Hie advance col* 
uron came up, poured in a volley of 
musketry from tho donso woods; hut 
did not do much harm, only stamped- 
ing the horses and riders for a liltlo 
while. Wo soon became organized, 
only to And out that wo woro com- 
pletely surrounded by, Hood'a forcos. 
Hood sent a delegation to Kllpatrlck, 
asking for nn unconditional surrender. 
Kllpatrlck's answer wan "I'll clve- 
you ten minutes' ttmo to gat outside of 
our lines!" 
i With a salute tho delegation of Con- 
federates started back as fast ns tholr 
hones could run. In the meantime. 
Kllpatrlck gave tho order: 

"Draw sabre! Forward, tratt Gal* 
lop! chargel" 

We charged through tholr artillery. 
captured all their guns, and spiked 
such as we did not toko along. Wo 
lost nbout three hundred men In tho 
ohargc. It toonbegan to rain so hard 
that .everything was filling with water. 
Wo had a narrow river to cross. It 
being so deep our horses bad to swim, 
and tho water running so swiftly that 
It swept horse and rider down tho 
stream. Some men and horses were 
drowned In tho attempt to cross. We 
got back Insldo our lines on the 91st, 
badly used up for the wont of stoop 
and dry clothes— P. R. Egolph, lstO.

Tlit Burrsndsr of tha Commune. 
• ' ■ On May 22, 1871, it was gen- 
erally known that tho "Vorsalllals," 
as thoy woro called, had entered 'the 
capita). Then opened tho gloomiest 
pago In tho history of Franco. Onone 
side woro tho vnndalsof the commune, 
doing their best to burn Farls to tho 
ground, murdering innocent hostages, 
unchaining all the horrors of civil 
war; exhibiting all the heroism, every 
net ol ferocity and cowardice, into 
whiob. human nature when unre- 
strained will rush. On tho othor sldo 
were the troops, irritated by . the 
struggle, humiliated by tho duty 
that hod fallen upon ' them; ex- 
asperated by so . many horrors. 
Torrents of fratricidal . blood 
deluged tho pavement of the great 
French city. While tha struggle was 

?[olng on, thoro could be seen arrlv- 
ng at Versailles, escorted by tho 
soldiers, gongs of prisoners, the lav- 
age rabble who had plundered and 
spread conflagration, and who, In 
blind obedience to their lenders, had 
committed unparalleled acts of bar- 
barism. They arrived on tho great 
Place d' Arises, under a bright and 
broiling sun. The perspiration ran 
from tholr faces, blackened with gun- 
powder and dust Their clothes worn 

■ in tatters, smelling ot smoke and 
petroleum. .There wore women, with 
features distorted by hatred and 
anger; precocious child ron, cost- 
ing a stealthy look around them; 
and old men, crushed by defeat, with 
patches of clotted blood oa their 
.white hair and hoards, marking them 
out as apostles of revolution. Some, 
who had been Jolted amidst the lum- 
ber heaped oh the carts, wore taken 

. out and put. flat on the ground, They 
lay, stiff and' motionless, with tholr 
eyes wldo open and staring, as if nftor 

. a long fit o! madness, thoy. had install 

■ consciousness of an outer world. The 

• captives were separated Into groups, 

■ and sent to Improvised prisons, where 
au attempt was rondo to shelter this 
army of disorder. They had added 
shame to defeat, who had with fire 

. and sword ravaged ParU.. * * * It 
v will bo for tho historian, to' tell with 
v: calm serenity what occurred oh those 
. ' mom ontous days, of grief and discour- 
agement. It has been a great source 
of regret to mo that circumstances 
retained moat Versailles,' and that I

The onco famous Countess do MoTey 
Argontenu, whoso death was recently 
announced, was born at Caramon - 
Chlmay, and Belgium has rarely pro* 
duecd either so beautiful or so talent- 
ed a woman as Bllmuoth, Cminfess of 
Cnnvmnn-Chlmny, Tlio Imperial fam- 
ily of France in prosperity or advers- 
ity possessed no truer or more faith- 
ful friend, and up to tho last she was 
want to wear a necklace of three rows 
of tho purest pearls given her by tho 
Empnror, 

When Napoleon surrendered at Se- 
dan ho requested Count do Mercy Ar- 
gon to an to burn tho whole of his car- 
riages. Tho only rello of this melan- 
choly commission preserved nt tho 
Chateau of Argon lonu on tho Manse Is 
a panel bearing tho Imperial mono- 
gram. While detained ntWllltelms- 
hoho the cnptlvo monarch begged tho 
alovorest woman of his court to come 
to him nnd It was to hor sympathotlo 
oar that ho poured out a sahemo for 
signing nn advantageous peaoo with 
Prussia after his nrmy had been ro- 
ttorod to htm. 

Napoleon concluded by earnestly 
begging the Countess to convoy a let- 
ter from him to tho Prussian Crown 
Prince. 

Protected by a sure- con duct from 
Bltmnrk, and leaving her lady's maid 
behind hor at Strasburg, shn set out 
without a moment's dotny on hor soli- 
tary and perilous Journey northward. 
She was compelled to pnss ouo night 
In an ambulance wagon, where alio 
wns carefully looked after by q German 
nurse, who ultimately proved to ho 
like n Princess In dlgulse. Having 
reached Versailles she Introduced her- 
self to tho Crown Prince by reminding 
him of the vory different circum- 
stances unDer which they had onco 
opened a ball at Wiesbaden. 

Tha future Emperor listened cour- 
teously to her impassioned pleading, 
but replied that tho host Interests of 
Germany forbndo tho granting of tho 
request nnd compliance with Napo- 
leon's proposal, even If ho had been 
able to obllgo her personally. She loft 
liis quartern almost brokenhearted. — 
Bannorof Light,

All along the ou^or margin of the 
reservation were grouped tbo camps 
of emlgrnnts; not many of them, but 
enough to present a curious nnd pic- 
ture* quo sight. Thoro were a few 
tents, but most ot tho emigrants slept 
In or under their wngons. There wore 
po women or children In these camps, 
and tho hardy mon had been so well 
seasoned by their past experiences, 
journeying to this far western part of 
tho territory, that they did not mind 
tho oxposureof sleeping on the ground 
nod under tho open skies. Soldiers 
from the fort, off duty and curious to 
hoar the news ,from the outer world, 
camo lounging around tho camps, and 
chatted with tbo emigrants In that 
coet, superior manner that marks tho 
private soldier when he moots a civ- 
ilian on an egunl footing, uwny from 
tho haunts of men. 

Tho boys regarded these uniformed 
military servants of the Government 
of the Unltod States with great re- 
spout, and even with some awe. These, 
tboy thought to themselves, woro. the 
men who were to fight Indians, to pro- 
tect tho border, and to keep back. the 
rising tide of hostilities that might, if 
It were not for them, sweep down upon 
tho fooblo Torrltory and ovon Inundate

"A farm without u hoy would soon 
come to grief," sny what you will 
about tho gonoral usefulness of boys- 
It appears to me that muny farmers 
do not appreciate' tho work tlioy do, 
nor give them nil tho credit tlioy de- 
serve. A famous writer says that It Is 
quite onsy to be a boy, but that it 
takes a groat doal nf praatlco to ho a 
good ono; end this seems especially 
truo of farmer boys, The term "good 
boy" Is not easily donned, for In ono 
community it rnonni ono thing, In an- 
other, somalhtng quite different. In 
gunurnl. however, this term is applied 
to boys who nre obedient nnd sub- 
missive, lint from an agricultural 
point of view this forms but the sm nil- 
oit part of Its meaning. Here, Im sides 
willingness to obey promptly and a 
general good behavior, bo must work 
—do a great deal nnd do It woll. Un- 
less ho combines those qualities, he 
can hardly hopo to be classed as t* 
••good boy." 

It Is largely due, no doubt, to tbo 
rigid requirements roposud on their 
early lives, that many truly groat 
men can trace tho beginning ot Ibolr 
greatness to tho Influences nnd disci- 
pline of some lonely plantation. As a 
rule, farmer boys do not enjoy the 
privileges and advantages that other 
boys on Joy; yot dciplt* this root 
many a farmer boy .laboring under 
adverse circumstances, has fought 
bis way to tho front. Look nround. 
you and you will find nmong tho most 
successful of yuur acquaintances, men 
who suffered many hardships nod 
privations during their early lives. 
Such men have filled with credit posi- 
tions of tho greatest responsibility. It Is 
a noticeable fact that courage, self-roll- 
anco and perseverance aro tho dlstln- 
gu ishlng traits of character of such jnon. 
It la said that llfo Is what wo mako It, 
and whtlo this may ha truo in' a graat 
moaiure, It Is also true Hint our sur- 
roundings oxorclso a wonderful Influ- 
ence on our character, on Its physical, 
moral and Intellectual slues, 

It Is unnecessary to allude to man 
who woro born and bred in tho "back- 
woods," received their primary edu- 
cation In a little log school house in 
same out-of-the-way place and finally 
rasa to eminence. Any ono who has 
evor mad tho lives of noted men can 
na mo such men. At the present day 
muny of our civil officers , nnd profes- 
sional men point with pride to tha 
rustic scones— scenes of their boyhood 
days. Dul as n rule, farmer boys feel 
llttlo satisfaction nnd lass amusement 
In tholr situation. And If wo consider 
tho numerous duties thnt usually de- 
volve upon them and their condition 
goner-ally, wo could badly expect It 
to be otherwise. 

"Winter earn ot Slack. 

A grout doal of cruelty Is thought- 
lossly Inflicted upon tho animals in 
wintering them. Sheep aro tbo only 
domesticated animals that do not re- 
quire careful wintering In well-pro- 
tooled horns or sheds. Nature has 
provided them with a covorlng la 
tholr pelts nnd fleeces which deflos 
storms and winds. Too ctosa confine- 
ment of sheop, howovar, engender^ 
tho rot, which often reduces the flock 
to ono-half its original slxe. Tho open- 
range Is necessary for the health and 
comfort of these animals, but soma 
sort of protected shod or pen should 
also bo provided for them so that they 
can go under It If thoy ebooie. But 
inora barm Is dono among sheep In loo 
olose confinement than In lotting them 
hnvo tho full benefit ot an open range. 

The, milch cows uad horses, however, 
nre not thus protected by nature, and 
they must have good attention In the 
winter. Enough has boon said about 
tight, warm and w oil- votll ate d barns 
and stables, but there Is an othor kind 
of protection which the stock need. 
Oa fair, cold days they do not want to 
bo cooped up In the barns, but should 
bo allowed to get some of tho sunshine 
and fresh air. Exorcise Is conducive 
to tholr health, and the mora Itaoy can 
got out of this tho bolter will their 
health be preserved. Colls especially 
should be kept autsldo until they nre 
thoroughly broken, and dally exorcise 
Is absolutely necessary for their well- 
being. 

Out stock should have some sort ot 
sholtor to go' to at any tlmo, and yot 
boablo to get fresh tilr and race about 
freely. A rude shelter of corn stalks 
nnd wheat straw can easily be made 
In one earner of the tot Make two 
walla of .posts and rails, running east 
and west, and about ten feet apart. 
Cover these with wheat slraw,, and the 
tap with cornstalks. This makes an 
effective shelter for tho horses on aold 
days, and they will frequently stand 
on tho south side .of tha wall ' to sun 
tbemsolvos In tha daytime. The double 
walls will protect thom from tho cold, 
northerly winds, nod tho fresh air and 
sun will bo greatly enjoyed ' by thorn. 
Stock Is hover woll wintered unless the 
food and water . are given to . them 
properly. ;

In tbo 
vary coldest weather a wall enclosed 
barn basement will not freeze where 
sheep are bedded thus. It Is not bod 
way In keep other sloek excepting 
milch cows, which can hardly bo 
trusted to Loop thomialvos In condi- 
tion for milking without tha dally re- 
moval of all oxoromeat, so that tho 
cow need novor got herself bedaubed 
with bar own solid or liquid droppings. 

Saenrn Rami Oat AfiMl. i 

The outcrop Inst sanaon was general- 
ly poor, sad (ho oats were light as 
woll. It will be bard In many coses 
to get plump, full weight seed, hut 
this li Important to prevent tho next 
crop from lurthor deterioration. It is 
bettor when (coding oats to winnow 
out the heaviest and snvo for flood. If 
oats aro threshed by hand, tho heav- 
iest and plumpest comooul first, while 
soma of tho lightest can hardly ho 
separated from tbo chaff. This Is 
really u good way to secure the lost 
oat seed cut of any given crop. 

Urn ruling llririileit Co it*. 

In tho broods of cattle which 
naturally havo horns, tho process of 
dishorning after ono or two gener- 
ation produces progeny that aro 
naturally mooleys. Tbo ahapo of tha 
bead is also changed when dishorn- 
ing Is done at nn early age, nnd with 
It tho character of tho animal. Tha 
mora active and nervous tba breed 
tho grantor Is the need of breeding It 
Into tho mooloy, especially as this La 
dOno without apparent Injury to Its 
oilier nnd mora valued characteristics. 



Kali For Trait Tree*. 
An occasional heavy dressing of 
salt In tho npplo orchard greatly In- 
creases Its prcduclivoness. Suit Is a 
solvent, and makes all plant food In 
tho soil moro aval labia. It also In- 
creases tho moisture of soils, and more 
often than almost '.toy ether crop fruit 
trees suffer from drought Bhosphato 
otlongoaa Into Insoluble forms In tbo 
Soil. It Is nature's way of locking It 
up to prevent waste. Thoro la no 
cheaper wny'to unlock It for any crop 
than to me salt freely.

For an aching tooth, saturate a piece 



of cotton with ammonia and lay It on 
the tooth.

Weakly, lie astoelated with n leading 
linn, the Jnmraati, of Germany, and 
so, having anlmnla fa bis charge, bo- 
enmu familiar with handling them. 
Travelling for the business, ho modo 
frequent visits to Africa nnd Asia, col- 
lecting animals, In a cdmmerClnt 
sense, considering lions and tigers ai 
cattle to bo bought and sold, ha be- 
camo thoroughly acquainted with tholr 
ways and Instincts. Certainly It wns 
the only school where such quiet mm- 
tory over eavuge animals could be 
acquired. 

"It is n very long business," satd 
Mr.* Barling; "all ray animals hnvo 
been two years In training. Why, It 
takes all of two months to mako a 
lion sit in a chair, nnd stay thoro. I 
cannot vaunt general Intelligence In 
Hoes; It Is rather Individual. I havo 
had some fine young Huns, superb la 
body. Dint had no brains. Nat wicked 
or cross, but simply stupid. It was a 
tendency to forgot to-morrow all that 
had been acquired for months ho fore. 
But I cun't always toll. Lao Is ray 
best pupil, lie never was ugly, hut 
onco fgnvo him up and sent him off, 
he was so dull; then took him to 
school again; and I know no Nan 
second to him now in Intelligence and 
docility. This Is the point. A Hon 
doesn't want to do things. Ho Just 
doesn't want to. Now you must raako 
him. I'unlsli Mm, and you mako him 
your enemy; afraid of 'you, and ho 
gels worse, not bettor. I conx him 
and talk to htm in English, for Eng- 
lish Is tho best language for com- 
The seesaw and tho vcloolpedo are 
difficult tricks.

Tho first time tha writer raada tbo 
ncqualntance of tho laughing Jackass 
was In tha , bird market ot Bldnoyv 
Australia, whoro one wpi offered for 
tale confined In n huga wicker cage 
but tho sarcastic notes of this ludl- 
sreui bird wore often heard afterward 
In Its wild ttala singing through the 
Junglo. It Is ono of tho most curious 
creatures tho traveler moots In bis 
wanderings. Mischievous, sly, droll, 
sod without a nartlolo of shyness, 
whnt a bird it Isl Its plumage Is whlto 
sml black, presenting very little tall, 
buki It Is pro rid ed with n> largo, gawky 
head, n wall-rounded body, nnd Is 
about tbo slza of our domestic pigeon. 
Xht> ©yo» nro very largo and fiftio bold- 
ly at the observer as If to ptorco htm 
through ( and through. This bird 
laughs almost llko a human being, 
with a sort of bird tnnllco nddeil, and 
though his aolas aro linnh, his morrl- 
mont Is extremely ludicrous nnd ovon 
contagious. Ono not only laughs at 
but with him. His rattling articula- 
tion forms a tumult of laughter. lie 
Is as intelligent as a initio bird or n 
parrot, and can ho taught to articulate 
words like them, and, wo aro sorry to 
say, tnkes most aptly lo profane lan- 
guage. The laughing Jnckass Is ol 
tho kingflshor family of birds, but de- 
rives Its food supply mostly from small 
snakes. These ha seizes just back of 
tha bond, and flying high In air drops 
Ihom upon stony ground, which breaks 
tha dollcalo spine, .altar which ho 
quietly devour* them pelce-moal. and 
as ho thus performs what Is considered 
an Important service, ho enjoys entire 
Immunity from trap nnd gun In Aus- 
tralia. 

Tha flying fox Is n most peculiar 
animal, not unlike a mammoth bat 
Ono sees them In surprising numbers 
In different parts of India especially 
on moonlight nights. Tho Hying fox 
Is unable to tako flight from tha 
ground. By means of Its sharp claws, 
however, it rapidly climbs ti tree, 
from tha branches or which It throws 
Itself into Iho air nnd skims about by 
expanding a thin membrane which 
qpens beneath Its limbs. It directs Its 
courso thrcugh tha atmosphere with 
great oraclstun without any vibratory 
motion. During tho day tlmo tbe'so 
animals retire lo tba seclusion of iho 
forest coming forth at night with tho 
bats nnd owls. Thoy sloop hanging 
baud downward from the branches, to 
which they adhere by the natural 
book attached to the points of tholr 
ibouldcrs, Ono also sees in India tbo 
dying opossum, which "shoots" across 
considerable spaeos nlahlgh elevation 
by oxpnndlng a Ihln racinbrnna at- 
tached to either slda of Its body, and 
which connects tho foro and hind logs. 
This fateful bird of nautical romnnco 
Is not very generally distributed an 
the ocean. Tbo writer has scon them 
In flocks of a score or mora on tha 
borders qf tbe Arctic circle, on tho 
voyage from Tasmania to Southern 
Now Zealand.

Ito- 
covery will bavo a doublo moaning 
henco forth for him. Oculists havo 
taken tho corn on from tho- eyes of 
rabbits, cats and dogs, to replace and 
make god tho vision of human 
beings. That wonderful fibre, tho 
nerve, has .also yielded Itself to 
Iho skillful touch of Beioncn. Tbo 
nerves mny be patched and placed. 
The corvoa of brutes havo boon 
successfully joined to tho stumps of 
savored nerves ot men. Dntdncss may 
bo cured by grafting. A Ji'ew York 
physician bas recently repaired 
ravngoa of tbta kind by flrat taking 
grails from tho patient's own scalp, 
whoro tlmo had spared his locks, and 
afterward eking out tho supply by 
portions taken from tho head ot an- 
other person, doubtless selecting hair 
ot the proper color. "Thoso grafts 
were doubtless cut up by moans of a 
punch, and Included not only tho thick* 
noss of skin, but also subcutaneous 
tissues bun oath, which loft thorn fully 
a quarter of an Inoh thick.

Having regained possession . of. her 
oroportyMIss Vnn AUtlno ran off and

.up she reappeared, ready to renew bor 
defense of tho hat. Dut, abashed by 
the ahouis apd aerltlon ot his compa- 
, jjIciB/llio'alohnwk withdrew from tho 
■ content land:' Dotty '.was loft in paisos- 
slon'of tha prlso of bnllto. 

Sho stood gunrd.ovor. the honip pllo 
until lho' Indians'; wont away, after 

* destroying e very thing; but tbo house 
Itself, and when tho young wn/rlor 
looked back bo saw' bor waving at him 
tho ono'objcot which, above all others, 
ho wanted as u trophy ot the descent 
upon the house or tho"Hrato Wblto

filno had nlroady qarnod. From 
ir^at eventful day Detty's'hnt enjoyed a 
Notoriety It had hot had before, and It 
Is *nld that long afterward— when tho 
colonies had saoiirod their Independ- 
ence nnd whon Dotty bad a llttlo 
household ol liar own— a Mohawk 
Indian canto to hor homo and laugh- 
ingly recalled tbo gallant defense ot 
tho "I'll II ado I jili la bo n not," Strange 
to say he was tha same warrior who 
bad tried to carry It off tho day tho 
band plundered her mother'* house. 

Dut tha htstorlo Mohawk valley did 
not furnish tbo only girl patriot of tho 
revolution. Tboro I* an old saying 
that (Ion. Greono "exchanged hut 
northern laurels for southern wil- 
lows." It is true that ho met with 
many reverses during his famous cam- 
paigns in the Carolina*, and mora 
than one© wa* compelled to flee from 
a vlolorlou* foo; but thaso defeats do 
not detract (ram his greatness.
